BRITAIN, CANADA, US. DISCUSSING PROJECT 


Raid Is Believed 


Four Stalwart Edmontonians In Armed Forces | 


To Appease Vichy 


VICHY, March 4.—(BUP)—Air raid sirens sounded in 
Paris at noon today when planes identified as British flew | 
over the city. The R.A.F., which apparently was scouting 
the damage it did in last night’s big raid on Nazi war fac- 
tories, did not drop any bumbs. 


LONDON, March 4.—(CP)—The heavy bombing attack 
by the Royal Air Force last night on the great Renault plant 
and other industrial installations in the suburbs of Paris 
may mean the end of Allied attempts to coax the Vichy 
government away from collaboration with Nazi Germany, in-. 
formed British sources declared today. 


An official spokesman said the bombing represented 
no change in R.A.F. policy, merely a change in the wea- 
ther, which other sources earlier had said was particularly 
clear and thus aided in finding targets. 


However, it was notable this was the first time Britain 
had made a heavy attack on any objective near the German- 
occupied French capital. In the past targets in France have 
been around Lillie anid Douay in the industrial north. 


No British-U.S. Consultation 


There was no consultation between the British foreign 
office and the state department in Washington before the 
R.A.F. launched the raid, it was learned. 


Since the U. S. state department has borne the brunt 
of representing the Allied cause at Vichy from the time 
the United States entered the war, this was regarded as

Two Billions 
New War Bill 
For Dominion 


OTTAWA, March 4—(CP)— 
Finance Minister Isley today 
gave notice on the Commons 
order paper of a war appropria- 
tions bill amounting to $2,000,- 
000,000 covering the year ending | 
March 81, 1943. 

In his budget address in April 
1041, he said that 1941-42 war ex- 
penditures were placed at $1,450,- 

000,000—nearly double the amount 
for the previous year, 

Inasmuch as Canada has signified 
her intention of sending a free-will 
gift of $1,000,000,000 worth of sup- 
plies to Britain during the ap- 
proaching fiscal year, the total es- 
timate of war expenditures in 1942- 
43 has been placed at $3,000,000,000 
by the finance minister. 


NON-WAR ESTIMATES 

The dominion’s non-war estimates 
for 1942-43, tabled in the House of 
Commons recently, provide for a 
total of $454,884,365 for general civ- 
ilian outlays of the dominion. 

Introduction of Mr. lisley's res- 
olution on the war appropriations 
bill is expected to pave the way 
for a full dress debate on Canada’s 
conduct of the war.

men for military service?” 

Another rejected amendment 
would have extended voting privi- 
leges to men between the ages of 
18 and 21, . 

Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
intimated the government contem- 
plates proposing a two-week ad- 
journment of the House at Easter, 
and said he hopes members will use 
the adjournment to do some cam- 
paigning on behalf of an affirma- 
tive vote on the plebiscite.

Four Buildings [IN SEA FIGHT 


U.S. Navy Downs 
16 Jap. Bombers 


Are Destroyed 
In City Blaze 


Firemen were forced to stand 
by helplessly early Wet..esday 
morning while a spectacular fire 
which lit skles for miles around 
and scattered flaming embers for 
half a mile, completely destroyed 
a group of four bulldings, located 
to the north of the Fort Trail, 
Near 125 avenue and 79 street. 
The buildings were already 

sec‘hing mass of fire when firemen 
from halls Nos. § and 7 arrived on 
the scene, and due to the lack of 
a hydrant near enough to the fire 
for a line of hose to be connected, 
they were unable to pour water on 
the flames. 

The buildings, all connected, 
were described as three one-storey, 
and a single two-storey frame 
structure. They are owned by Sam 
Kee, market gardener, who lives 
nearby. 

Cause of the blaze has not yet 
been determined but Fire Marshal 
Jack Booth will conduct an investi- 
gation. 

A cash estimate of the damage 
was not immediately available, as 
Deputy Fire Chief W. H. Ferguson 
declared that it would first become 
necessary to ascertain what the con- 
tents of the buildings were before 
the loss could be set. 

The alarm was turned in at 2:10 
a.m, and, according to the deputy 
chief, the fire had reached a 
“hopeless” condition by the time 
rigs reached the scene. “It was 
just a roaring mass of fire with 
flames shooting high inte the air. 
All we could do was stand by and 
control the spread of sparks 
which were drifting for a half- 
mile in a stiff northwest breeze, 
The buildings were about 300 

feet long and 60 feet wide. It is 
believed that at least one was used 
as a hog feeder while the others 
may have been used for storage 
purposes. 

MARKET GARDENER 

Sam Kee, the owner, was engaged 
in market gardening on city prop- 
erty at that location and it is be- 
lieved that he may have kept much 
of his equipment in the buildings. 
His home was situated directly to 
the west of the blaze and was not 
threatened. 

According to Deputy Fire Chief 
Ferguson, Kee had recently been 
informed by the city that he would 
have to remove the structures be- 
cause of the fact that the city water 
main ran directly underneath them. 

Loss of the buildings is covered 
| by insurance, it was reported.

they looked back to find the cabin 
part of the fuselage in flames. 

Rennie rushed back with the 
extinguisher while Caywood spot- 
ted a small lake and immediately 
swooped down and made a mir- 
aculous landing. Rennie’s efforts 
at extinguishing or even checking 
the fMames were in vain. 

They were so far advanced when 
first noticed that pieces of the 
fuselage were seen tearing away. 

Upon landing, the flames made 
such rapid headway that in a few 
moments all was gone but the skis. 
Efforts at rescuing Gibson were 
fruitless. His lifeless body was 
found as soon as they opened the 
cabin door after landing. He is be- 
lieved to have burned to death be- 
fore the plane landed. 


SUPPLIES DESTROYED 

All supplies, eiderdowns, and 
baggage were devoured by the roar- 
ing inferno. Without extra clothing, 
with no food, and sheltered only by 


an improvised wall made out of the 
metal parts of the engine, Caywood 
and Rennie braved the 50 below 
zero weather for eight days, Wood 
gathered from the meagre supply of 
stunted shrubbery served as the 
only source of heat and comfort 
during the eight day vigil on the 
lonely lake. 

They built two snow houses 
They broke kindling wood for their 
fires with their bare hands. The 
temperatures averaged 40 below. 
Caywood estimates the temperature 
went as low as 50 below during 
60me of the long Arctic nights. The 
biting winds piled up drifts around 
their tiny shelters. They tramped 
the sparse wood for kindling, Their 
hands, their feet, were frostbitten, 


MELTED SNOW 

They sipped from a common pot. 
It was what they called “a goulash” 
that they sipped—boiled, or some- 
times just heated, snow water with 
small chunks of bully beef from 
two fire-seared and split cans sal- 
vaged from the plane wreckage. 
They had two charred turkeys, 
also salvaged from the wreckage- 
They ate one of the turkeys. Only 
inner pieces of the breast and back 
were fit to consume. 

Early Monday they heard the 
drone of an engine. They scrambled 
out of their tiny shelter. The drone 
died away; they didn’t see the 
plane, It was Pilot Cecil McNeal, 
one of three pilots assigned to the 
search. Neither McNeal or his crew 
saw the plane wreckage or the 
“camp” as they flew several miles 
to the north of the lake. With heart- 
breaking disappointment they 
crawled back to their shelter. 


SPOTTED BY MECHANIC 

Pilot Sawle’s mechanic, William 
Bard, was the first to actually spot 
the “camp” and the frantically- 
waving men. 

Such veteran northern pilots as 
Capt. “Wop” May, “Ted” Field and 
others praised highly Pilot Cay- 
wood’s courage and skill at bring- 
ing the blazing inferno to a safe 
landing. 

As the plane swooped to earth, 
thousands of rounds of ammunition, 
part of the cargo for Coppermine, 
started exploding. They punctured 
the fuselage from many angles and 
ripped holes in the partition be- 
tween the two men and the cargo. 


MAY HAVE BEEN HIT 

Airline officials and the two air- 
men believe that Mr. Gibson, who 
sat in the rear of the passenger 
section behind some of the cargo, 
may have been fatally struck by 

one of the many fast exploding 
shells. 

This is thought possible because 
Caywood stated he did not “feel” 
Mr. Gibson moving about in the 
rear of the cabin. 

Gibson was a passenger on the 
plane which was destined for 
Coppermine, where he was sta- 
tioned in his capacity as western 
Arctic inspector for the Hudson's 
Bay Company. 

The plane left Yellowknife for

RUSSIA IS KEY 

On the other side of the world 
the position of the opposing nations 
is not so clearly defined. Almost 
anything may happen this summer, 
which Hitler has recognized as the 
critical period for kim. 

The key to the situation is Russia 
The sprawling Soviet Union has 
thrown a monkey wrench into Hit- 
ler's military machine, He has been 
hur, badly by the Russian offens- 
ive, which has been in progress 
almost exactly three months since 
the failure of Hitler's 1941 campaign. 
There are almost two months to go 
before climatic conditions begin to 
approach those existing when Hitler 
started his invasion last June 22 
Icy winter will be replaced by a 
period of spring thaws, deep mud 
and impassable roads. 

The turn for the Russians came 
in the second week of December, 
just when the world thought 
they were on the verge of col- 
lapse. They had their military 
machine geared to take full ad- 
vantage of the winter. 


They have forged slowly ahead 
and at one point, northwest of 
Vitebsk, are 300 miles beyond the 
farthest point of the German ad- 
vance north of Moscow. At the 
moment the Russians are at the 
peak of their success, notably near 
Leningyad and Staraya Rusa, and 
their pressure shows no sign of 
slackening. The Germans appar- 
ently are nowhere near the point 
where a defensive can be turned 
to an offensive. 

Before they can turn, the Russians 
hope to have cleared the Leningrad 
area completely and to have that 
big industrial city back to full war 
production, They aim to reach the 
borders of Esthonia and Latvia. 
In central Russia, they are point- 
ing at the middle reaches of the 
Dnieper. In the far south, where 
the winter ends earlier, their pros- 
pects are not so good, but they are 
trying desperately to clear the Ger- 
mans out of the Crimea, 


The Russian progress has been 
slow but methodical. They have 
cleaned up as they advanced and 
restored firm communications 
lines. There are no German in- 
filtrations and no guerillas be- 
hind the Russian lines, whereas 
the same cannot be said of the 
German's, 

When Hitler starts his promised 
spring offensive, to which he is 
committed, it is obviously not go- 
ing to be a pushover. There is no 
reason to believe that he is better 
equipped to crush Russia than he 
was last summer, His heavy losses 
of men and material would indi- 
cate the contrary.

339,000 Pairs Of Hands 


Increase in Employment Does Not 
Apply Entirely to Larger 
War Production

OTTAWA.—Speaking in the House of 
Commons on Feb. 10, Hon. J. L. Ralston 
gave the total number employed in war 
industry as 600,000.

Want to Contribute 


As a matter of fact, most writers in 
this country are longing to contribute 
more constructively to the war effort, But 
they cannot merely be given handouts 
from: the state, for in the areas in which 
they are expert, their own basic know- 
ledge and power of persuasion are often 
superior to that of the people who would 
give them handouts, 

They ought to be taken into confidence, 
asked to make suggestions for the themes 
that need to be emphasized, to report on 
what the temper of the country is and 
what is bothering it—for that is some- 
thing they know much better than the 
information bureaus. 

In a total war it is necessary to mobil- 
ize the totality of good will, and above all 
the totality of talent. And instead good 
will and talent are actually being demob- 
ilized—they are less effective than they 
were before the war began. For their 
possessors are being made into outsiders. 

The state with all its agencies usurps 
the centre of the war effort and keeps out- 
side and unused those talents which do not 
need the state for their own personal sur- 
vival, ; 

If I write about information, it is only 
because this is an area in which I am per- 
sonally at home. But it is not an isolated 
example, I shall illustrate with others.

But on top of both, we 
have greatly increased our production of 
many kinds of civilian goods, and also 
have expanded most of the distribution 
and service trades, 


Employment 


The Bureau of Statistics reports the 
number of wage earners employed in De- 
cember, 1939, at 2,202,000, In December, 
1941, the total was 3,141,000. The gain is 
939,000. In other words, there were near- 
ly 1,000,000 more people earning wages in 
December, 1941, than in December, 1939. 

War industry accounts for 600,000 of 
this increase. The 339,000 are earning 
Wages in non-war production, The total 
employment in war industry, of course, 
includes those who are directly and 
indirectly employed, That is, it includes 
the men who produce and process the 
metals and the men who transport them, 
as well as those who fashion them, finally, 
into the finished product. 

The only people excluded from the 
war industry total are those who produce 
food for the armed forces, These are 
chiefly farmers, not wage earners. 

Boom 

These figures explain how it is that we 
have been able to have a boom as well as 
a very substantial war production. 

Unfortunately it is not possible to 
break down the employment figures and 
discover precisely what kind of non-war 
production has increased. The statistics 
are only available by industries and in 


Manpower Diverted 


These industries, of course, would not 
begin to absorb all of the gain in non-war 
employment, but they do indicate some of 
the sources whence the vast quantities 
of consumers’ goods now being sold are 
coming from. Thus we have stepped up 
the production of musical instruments, 
furniture, silk stockings, clothing, tobacco, 
beverages, glassware and heating appli- 
ances. We have devoted manpower to 
these purposes. 

And we have diverted manpower to 
our street railways and cartage companies, 
hotels and restaurants and _ laundries. 
Moreover, to handle the greatly increased 
volume of business now being done, our 
retail stores and our wholesale firms have 
had to hire more help. 

Without knowing the sex and kind of 
additional labor thus employed, it is not 
possible to calculate how much the indus- 
trial war effort has fallen short of using 
all available manpower. It might well be, 
for example, that the additional hands put 
to work fashioning musical instruments 
could not be employed in making muni- 
tions. It is possible that the increases in 
the staffs of retail stores are unsuitable for 
any kind of war work, 

The implication, however, is that our 
war industry has not expanded as rapidly 
as the manpower was available. Three 
hundred and thirty nine thousand pairs 
of hands have gone to work since the war 
began at jobs which have small war 
significance.

in the Farmers’ Creditors’ 
Arrangement Act with the purpose of so 
adjusting the farmer's debts that the 
farmer could remain on the land in the 
public interest as a free man and not as

Everyone hailed this piece of legisla- 
tion as a measure of vital interest to the 
farmers and to the country at large which 
depended upon agricultural prosperity to 
promote and assure its own welfare,

The Board then wipes off $2,500 of the 
farmer's liabilities so that these may not 
exceed his assets. In short, the Act gen- 
erously provides that a man need not owe 
more than the value of whal he owns. 

But the farmer, under this adjustment, 
must pay five per cent interest on the 
newly established value of his assets and 
since his liabilities are fixed at exactly the 
same level as his assets, he is not left one 
dollar of equity in those assets. 


Intolerable Burden 


The adjustment may appear to be fair 
on the face of it. But when the farmer is 
required to meet his living expenses, to 
pay taxes and attempt to carry out the 
terms of the adjustment with five per 
cent interest, he inevitably finds that, 
owing to the price of his products being 
below cost of production, he cannot 
possibly meet the terms laid down by the 
Board, 

The vast majority of more than 200,- 
000 farmers living in the three western 
provinces, in spite of all the adjustments,

dollar a bushel for his wheat at the point 
of shipment and extend all mortgage loans 
to at least twenty years with the interest 
rate at three per cent—as has been done 
by the United States Government for the 
farmers of that country, 

The Government of the United States 
maintains the price of wheat through sev- 
eral federal agencies and on Tuesday, 
March 3, the price of wheat in Chicago 
was $1.29 a bushel while in Winnipeg, the 
price of wheat was a little less than 78 
cents a bushel. 

The startling comparison in prices is a 
reflection of the relative legislative pro- 
tection and advantages enjoyed by farm- 
ers in the two countries, 


Wherewithal 


Obviously, it is just as necessary to 
provide food in this war as it is to provide 
tanks and planes. 

In the manufacture of the latter, the 
Government puts a man in charge of a 
factory and tells him he will be allowed 
to make five per cent profit. It is true 
that income taxes eat up a large portion 
of that, but the manufacturer has, at least, 
the pleasure of seeing the money, if only | 


temporarily, 


back, and we have made an outright gift 
to them of $1,000 millions (one billion 
dollars) in food and war materials. 

And yet the total amount of actual 
money in Canada is less than $400,000,000, 

The fact is that money is not wealth, 
We are financing this country today in 
goods (real wealth) and not money, 

If that can be done in the manufacture 
of war materials, it can be done in the 
production of foodstuffs. It can and must 
be done in the case of western farmers. 

There is no possibility of inflation in 
Canada through paying the farmer an 
amount for his wheat sufficient to maine 
tain him on the farm because surplus pure 
chasing power is now siphoned into the 
federal treasury by our present system of 
taxation which does not permit excess 
profits or surplus purchasing power, 

_ It is intolerable that the producer of a 
vital war commodity, a man essential to 
the winning of the war, should be kept 
economically disinherited and in a condie 
tion of virtual and perpetual bankruptcy 
when a mere bookkeeping device could 
restore him to ease of mind and economie 
citizenship, 

This is a matter that Ottawa ehould 
deal with without delay.

To Investigate 
Sanitary State 
Of School House 


Superintendent Ross 8. Shep- 
Pard was instructed to submit a 
full “report on the Sherbrooke 
school, “the country school with- 
in the city limits,” by the prop- 
erty. committee of the Edmonton 
Public school board at a meeting 
Tuesday. W. G. McConachie pre- 
sided. 

The investigation is being made 
following a complaint received by 
the board regarding the sanitary 
and health conditions at the school. 


NO WATER SUPPLY 

During the discussion, Trustee 
A, E. Ottewell stated that the con- 
dition of the schoo) had been in- 
vestigated in 1930 and again in 1932, 
when it was felt that certain im- 
provements were necessary, but no 

definite action was taken because 
of the distance of the school from 
any water supply. 

The two-room eschoel accom- 
modated 68 children in grades 1 
to 4, has no foundation, and has 
no water supply. “It is a country 
school within the city limits,” 
Chairman McConachie stated. 
Among proposals presented dur- 

ing the meeting was one by Trustce 
Ottewell that the school might be 
moved to within access of city 
water, one by Trustee F, G. Suther- 
land, that the children might be 
given the choice of going to Calder 
school; and one by Superintendent 
of schools R. S. Sheppard that the 
children might be transfered to the 
Calder school although it ig sone 
distance away. 


UTILITIES LACKING 

It was pointed out that it would 
cost up to $10,000 to put in utilities 
since the nearest water supply is 
two blocks away, and it would cost 
about $235 to put in a stand-pipe 
alone, 

The matter will again be dis- 
cussed following submission of 
Superintendent Sheppard’s report. 

In the complaint, submitted to the 
board, by the parent of a seven- 
year-old child attending the school, 
it was stated that rotten and posi- 
tively disgraceful conditions exist 
in the ramshackle school,” that it 
lacks a sewer, water supplies, and 
has inadequate heat. ,

However, it is felt that “in the 
interests of all parties concerned,” 
the full responsibility should be 
assumed by the government depart- 
ment. 


RECOMMEND ACTION 

Recommendation was made at 
the meeting that the report, sub- 
mitted by R. S. Sheppard, superin- 
tendent of schools, J. M. McAfee, 
superintendent of plant, and H. G. 
Turner, secretary of the board, be 
adopted and a letter be sent to the 
deputy-minister of public works 
recommending such action. 

Under the arrangement, all 
accounts in connection with opera- 
tion, exclusive of insurance to be 
carried by the board as in the past, 
would be paid direct by the depart- 
ment; no structural alterations 
would be carried out except with 
approval of the school board; the 
board's superintendent of plant 
would be at liberty at all times to 


make inspection of the building 
and the provincial department 
would take over direction and 


supervision of employees at present 
engaged by the board until such 
time as the board was able to trans- 
fer them elsewhere. 


OPPOSE CHANGES 

D. M. Davidson, representing the 
school caretakers stated that the 
caretakers were agreeable ‘to the 
change as suggested by the board, 
but stated that several changes 
recommended by Dr. G. S. Lord, 
principal of the school, with regard 
to caretaking were “outrageous.” 
Mr. Davidson referred to a letter 
written by Dr. Lord to the commit- 
tee regarding the school, and the 
need for extra care being taken. 

“We think that, to use his own 
words, Dr. Lord’s suggestions 
were ‘outrageous'’.” Mr. David- 
son said. His request that the 
floors be waxed dally and several 
other requests, do not appear to 
us as essential. Dr. Lord should 
be told that there is a war on, and 
he should tower his standard of 
living as everyone else has had to 
do,” he said. 

Mr. Davidson agreed that Dr. 
Lord was justified in complaining 
that the school stairs had not been 
scrubbed since the school was 
taken over by the government, and 
that the gymnasium should be 
cleaned each Sunday night follow- 
ing services there. “That should be 
done,” he said, “but we caretakers 
feel that in war-time all money that 
can be saved should be saved, and 
that non-essentials should be done 
away with entirely.” 


PERMISSION DENIED 

Request for use of the Technical 
school for University students for 
certain machine shop work, elec- 
trical wiring and automobile elec- 
tricity was tabled, following a re- 
port that the school would not be 
required for such purposes until 
next year. 

Permission was denied the West- 
ern Canada Evangelistic Band for 
use of the Queen Alexandra school, 
for week-day Bible classes, on the 
grounds that other church organ- 
izations have been able to make 
suitable arrangements for them- 
selves without having recourse to 
use of city schools. 


REQUEST REFUSED 

Leave of absence for the duration 
for a night fireman now employed 
in an essential industry was also 
denied. The committee took the 
stand that such leave of absence, 
with seniority rights guarded, is 
given to men in His Majesty's 
Forces, but is not justifiable for 
those in essential war industries. 

Recommendation for appoint. 
ment of eight women assistants to 
caretakers for an_ eight-month 
period, four for a seven-and-a-half- 
month period and two to fill 
vacancies was made by the commit- 
tee.

Careful study of the probleni of rehabilitation for the 
thousands now serving in the fighting forces was urged by 
several distinguished speakers atthe regular monthly meet- 
ing of the Canadian Corps Association held in the Masonic 
Temple Tuesday night. There were about 500 present. 


Urges Study His Honor Lt-Gov. J. C. 


Bowen, His Grace John H. Mac- 


Donald, Roman Catholic Arch- 
bishop; Dr. W. A. R. Kerr, former 
president of the University of 
Alberta, Alfred Farmilo, promi- 
nent Trades and Labor Council 
representative, and Walter R. Mc- 
Laren, soldiers’ welfare repre- 
sentative with the dominion gov- 
ernment, were the speakers. 

Archbishop MacDonald, whose 
remarks highlighted the program 
declared: 

“It is only in the last two years 
that we have been hearing so much 
about the new order that is to come 
after the war. 


DUTY OF ALL 

“We all feel this war will be 
followed by a pretty serious de- 
pression and we also fee] the peo- 
ple of Canada will not be satis- 
fied by solving the problems of re- 
habilitation through pensions and 
doles. We must see the men are 
returned as far as possible to the 
positions they held before enlist- 
ing, and it is the duty of all to see 
the depression is prevented as far 
as possible.” 

He urged a careful study be 
made of the problems that are 
bound to arise in connection with - 
rehabilitating the returned men. 
In this connection Archbishop 

MacDonald recommended the study 
of some of the works on the sub- 
ject of rehabilitation produced after

Mr. Newlove represented the 
band at the meeting. He reported 
that 45 past members of the band 
are now within active service bands, 
and that there are now 143 members 
of the band drawn from upwards of 
13 city schools, Of these, 45 are 
new members, and another 45 have 
been transferred from the junior to 
the senior band.

They wish to make it clear that 
license plates for 1942-43 must be

A $1. registration fee is charged 
all applicants.

Bill Proposes 
To Give Right 
Make Arrests 


Giving owners of property or 

their employees the right to ar- 
rest trespassers, a bill designed 
to prohibit trespass on private 
property, after that person has 
been requested not to enter or 
come upon the property, was 
given second reading in the legis- 
lature Tuesday. 

Independent members expressed 
concern over authority given to a 
person to arrest another after the 
latter had been warned to keep off 
the property as possibly leading 
to many cases of assault 


STOREKEEPERS' REQUEST 

At the end of the discussion 
Premier William Aberhart said the 
reason for the bill was that it was 
requested in a petition from large 
storekeepers of the province to get 
the privilege now given in several 
other provinces of preventing “pro- 
fessional shoplifters’ from going 
into the stores. 

Before Premier Aberhart had 
given his explanation of the rea- 
son for the bill designed to pre- 
vent trespass, the opposition mem- 
bers appeared to believe it was 
selated to trespass on rural 
property. 

Alfred Speakman, Independent 
Broup leader, said it had been men- 
tioned in a discussion he had had 
about the bill that it would prob- 
ably lead to the “greatest orgy of 
assault and mayhem this province 
has ever seen.” He did not ap- 
prove the possibility of arrests by 
any person and argued the prin- 
ciple of arrests without warrants 
was dangerous 


QUICK REMEDY 

J, C. Mahaffy, Ind., Calgary, said 
One advantage was that rural resi- 
dents would have a quick remedy 
for trespassers and agreed with the| 
intent of the bill but added it was 
danBerous to put the authority to 
arrest in the hands of an ordinary 
individual. 

The Calgary Indépenden®teit it 
was all right to put such authority 
in the hands of a normal and rea- 
sonable individual, but all per- 
sons could not be put in that cat- 
egory and trouble might result. 

Mr. Aberhari, in explaining the 

bill was the result of a petition, 
said it was identical with the act 
in Manitoba, but where changes 
were advisable they could be made 
when the bill was considered in 
committee of the whole and the 
difficulties overcome. He added he 
thought the principle of the bill was 
right.

Denial Made 
Firms Refuse 
To Give Loans 


Denial that insurance, trust and 
loan companies had refased to 
make loans in Alberta under the 
National Housing Act unless the 
government “receded from its 
debt adjustment policy to the 
Point of allowing wholesale fore- 
closure on old loans” was made 
Wednesday by A. A. MtNab, 
President of the Mortgage Loans 
Association of Alberta. 

The statement on which the de- 
nial is issued was made by Hon. 
Solon E. Low, provincial treasurer. 
during his speech in the budget de- 
bate in the legislature. 

Text of Mr. McNab’s statement 
follows: 

My attention has been directed to 
the statement made by Hon. Solon 
Low in the legislature on Mondzy 
that the insurance, trust and loan 
companies refused to make loans in 
Alberta under the National Hous- 
ing Act unless the government “re- 

ceded from its position on debt ad-

The insurance, trust and loan 
companies do not want wholesale 
foreclosures any more than Mr. 
Low does. In this connection it 
is only fitting to point out that 
there was a flood of foreclosures 
after the Debt Adjustment Act 
was held ultra vires by the Sup- 
reme Court of Canada. Further- 
more, the majority of the fore- 
closure actions started in the 
courts, after the Debt Adjustment 
Act was declared ultra vires and 
before the moratorium was an- 
nounced, were brought by indi- 
viduals. Less than 25 of the 
actions were taken by corporation 
creditors such ag the insurance 
trust and loan companies. I 
should like also to remind Mr. 
Low that some foreclosure actions 
are now necessary because of the 
legislation passed by his govern- 
ment, which encouraged debtors 
not to pay and because of amend- 
ments to the Statute of Limita- 
tions. 

As regards the proposed tripartite 
agreement to which Mr, Low refer- 
red, the record speaks for itself. 
Such an agreement was proposed 
by Mr Low and J. E. Fortin, sec- 
retary of the Dominion Mortgage 
and Investments Association, wrote 
Mr. Low asking for details of the 
proposed agreement. That was a 
year ago, and to this day Mr. Fortin 
has not even received an acknow- 
ledgement of his letter, 

Perhaps I should mention that 
mortgage lending by insurance, 
trust and loan companies is being 
curtailed rather than expanded. The 
war effort must come first and the 
investment funds of these savings 
institutions have gone on active 
service for the duration of the war. 
Every available dollar is being used

Influenza is an acute, contagious, 
and infectious disease usually caus- 
ing inflammation of the mucous 
membrane of the breathing passages. 
The old-fashioned name for it is 
Grippe. At the start it is often 
confused with the ordinary cold. 

The patient may ascribe the onset 
of the disorder to exposure to cold 
or dampness. While the disease is 
most common during the winter, I 
believe that the lowered resistance 
of the winter season predisposes 
people to Influenza, and that this 
lowered resistance is more import 
lant than chilling, 

An attack of Influenza may start 
with abrupt suddenness, with the 
patient noticing all of a sudden that 
he has become extremely weak, The 
fecling of weakness is most pro 
nounced in the legs and the patient 
may feel that he is unable to stand 
up. At the beginning, there may 
be a chill, followed by fever. 

There may be pains through the 
muscles and bones and the patient 
may say that his very bones ache 
During the first stage, there is fre- 
quently a headache and the eye- 
balls may be painful. A dry cough 
appears which develops into a 
hawking cough. 

The patient with a mild, uncom- 
plicated case of Influenza has an 
excellent chance to recover and will 
remain sick for only a few days 
In the more severe cases, the fever 
will be higher, the soreness which 


] | follows the spasmodic coughing will 


be more noticeable, and the patient 
|has more of a tendency toward a 
drenching perspiration when the 
fever breaks, 

The severe case is likely to cause 
the patient to feel weak for some 
time after he has recovered, and 
he may not regain his normal 
strength for as long as three or four 
weeks

All that we can do here is 
to point out some of the factors 
that the leader should wetgh in 
making his choice. 

One factor is a principle impor- 
tant in all defense, caution in cash- 
ing aces and kings. These high 
cards held by the defense often 
stand in the way of the declarer’s 
developing enough tricks for his 
contract, They give the defense 
time to attack the declarer’s weak- 
ness, and therefore should not be 
led out without careful considera- 
tion. 

In today’s hand, West might lead 
the king of hearts in order to “take 
a look at dummy,” as the saying 
goes. But this look would give the 
declarer his contract against any 
defense. 

In clubs West has a solid sequence 
that can develop a third-round 
trick.

While 
people may say it Is not the right 
time to discuss post-war problems 
in the midst of the present critical 
struggle, if we believe ‘in victory 
we must give these problems ser- 
ious consideration for that very 
belief, Mr. McLaren stated. 


MUCH ACCOMPLISHED 

Mr. McLaren traced the history 
of the various committees set up 
by the federal government under 
the direction of the Hon. Ian Mac- 
Kenzie, Minister of Health and 
Pensions. Experts were secured to 
study the whole problem and as 
a result legislation passed to deal 
with the problems, 


“If we have no plan ready we 
will walk into a chaotic situa- 
tion,” Mr. McLaren warned.
